A shovel full of earth and clay 
mixed and thrown into our water- 
closets, day by day, would give 
great relief and add much to 'the 
purity of the atmostphere by 
absorbing unhealthy odors and 
gases that would otherwise if in 
hailed promote illhealth. 

We want to express our appro- 
yal of the plans instituted by our 
city authorities in removing these 
offensive and unhealthy matters 
entirely from our city every week 
at least. I wish to relate a state- 
ment made by Mr. Vest some five 
or six years ago. I took him in 
my buggy to the top of a mountain 
called "Nebo" three miles north of 
Dahlonega to see a gold mine. On 
the trip he made this statemeut to 
me, which was in the form of an 
interrogation, and somewhat star- 
tled me. "Do you not think that 
the condition of the water-closets, 
and the want of them throughout 
the whole country, exposing our 
small live stock such as hogs chicks 
ens, and other fowls and even eggs 
to this condition of things, causes 
them to be unhealthy and renders 
them unwholesome for the food of 
man, and may they not therefore 
produce typhoid fever. Is not 
this question of our friend worthy 
of the thought and consideration of 
those who are lovers of health?

Atlanta, Oct. 10.— There are 
two facts that the forthcoming re- 
port of the board of prison com- 
missioners will show that will com- 
mand more than passing interest, 
one of them being the increase in 
the number of misdemeanor con- 
victs, and the other the decrease of 
the death rate among the felony 
convicts. 

The report will show that there 
are now 2,451 misdemeanor con- 
victs in the sixty-one camps in the 
state, against 1,884 for the year 
1898, and 2,384 for the year 1899. 
At this rate of increase in a year 
or two there will be not less than 
1,500 misdemeanor conyicts con- 
fined in the camps of the state. 

The suggestion of placing the 
misdemeanor convicts of the state 
entirely under the control of the 
board of pardon commissioners 
seems to meet with popular favor. 
It is admitted upon all sides that 
class of convicts under the pros 
posed change, would be better 
treated and cared for, and in addi- 
tion to this, the state can dispose 
of the labor of these convicts at a 
better price than is now obtained 
for them under the present system 
of hiring them- out, if in fact, there 
is any system at all. 

Great droves of deer are now go- 
irg south from Colorado,, some- 
times twenty thousand animals in 
one herd. They sometimes block 
railroads for two hours. In the 
summer they have beeiL scattered 
over the table-lands of Routt and 
Rio Blanco counties'. As winter 
approaches they go several hun-- 
dred miles.

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The Baptist Church of Christ 
at Dahlonega. 

This is the name the Baptist peo 
pie, who met in Dahlonega on the 
first day of September, 1838, chose 
to be known, as a church so long as 
the church itself stood. Some of 
these people had been assembling 
at Kimzey's Creek, a few miles of 
the town, where, on the second day 
of March, 1835, they had constitus 
ted a church. Under the leader- 
ship of Rev. Wm. Kinzey they 
moved to the town of Dahlonega 
in 1838, Mr. Kimzey was long a 
citizen of the town, filling the office 
of clerk of the church for many 
years. He was the first pastor of 
the church when it was at Kim- 
zey's Creek, but he was never the 
pastor in town, though he often 
preached. Rev. Thos. M. Kim- 
zey was for a time the pastor in 
town, though he was not a resis 
dent ot the place. 

The rules of Decorum adopted 
by these early Baptists have re- 
mained substantially the same for 
more than half a century. Their 
articles of Faith and practice re- 
main unchanged. These are here 
given in order that our readers 
may know what these earnest, 
zealous people really believed and 
still practice. They are embraced 
in 12 short paragraphs: 

"1. We believe in one Living 
and True God — Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost — one in Power and 
Glory. 

"2. We behove that the Scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testas 
ments are the Word of God, and 
Only True Rule of Faith and 
Practice. 

"8. We believe in the Doctrine 
of Original Sin. 

"4. We believe in Man's im- 
potency to recover himself from 
the Fallen State he is in by his own 
Free Will and Ability. 

"5. We believe m the Doctrine 
of Election through Salification 
of the Spirit and>Belief of truth. 

"6. We belieyc that Sinners are 
Justified in the Sight of God only 
by the merits of Christ. 

"7. We believe that the Saints 
will persevere in Grace, and not 
finally fall away. 

"8. We believe that Baptism 
and the Lord's Supper are ordi- 
nances of Jesus Christ, and that 
True Believers are the only Proper 
Subjects, and conscientiously do 
' beheye that true Mode of Baptism 
is Immersion. 

"9. We believe in the Resurrec- 
tion of the Dead and the General 
Judgment. 

" 10. We bolieye that the Joys of 
the Righteous and Punishment of 
tLio Wicked will be Eternal. 

"11. We believe that none have 
a right to Administer the Ordinan- 



ces but Ministers of the Gospel 
regularly ordained to that office. 

"12. We believe that none but 
True Believers have a right to the 
Ordinances of Baptism and the 
Lord's Supper." 

This church was a missionary 
church from the beginning. It 
discountenanced drunkenness, Sab- 
bath breaking, gambling, lying 
and social evils. Its minute books 
show a great many trials of 
members for wrongsdoine, espes 
cially for drunkenness, for the 
land then, as now, suffered from 
the making and using of liquor. 
Barrooms wore on every corner, 
while gambling places were seen 
in the early times of the town, on 
the public streets and side-walks. 

The Baptists of Dahlonega were 
always in favor of Sabbath 
Schools, and when the Union Sab- 
bath School, established mainly by 
the Presbyterians, was discontins 
ued, the Baptists have kept up a 
Sabbath School ever since of their 
own. 

It has likewise always been a 
Missionary church. It had "arms" 
both for white and colored people 
in town and country. For many 
years, the church, in town was op- 
posed by many of the country 
churches because of its advanced 
views on missions, temperance, 
Sunday Schools and secret socies 
ties. When the country churches 
were expelling members for join?, 
ing the Sons of Temperance, Ma- 
sons and other secret societies, the 
Dahlonega church passed this res- 
olution: "Resolved, That the aid- 
ing and joining any benevolent in- 
stitution shall be no cause of grief, 
or division in this church."' 

As early as 1844, the church 
as connected in some form or 
other with the Baptist State Con- 
vention. Whenever an associas- 
tionto which it belonged ceased 
connection with the State Conyen- 
tion it took immediate steps to go 
to some' other body which did affils 
iate with the Convention. 

The church has had its times c-f 
revival as well as times of depres- 
sion. It has had some strong men 
in its pulpit. Some haye come 
and gone without doing any ap- 
preciable good. After using the 
original building for more than fif- 
ty years the people went about to 
build a new edifice, with more 
room- and one more comfortable at 
all seasons. 

The new cburch building is lo^ 
cated in the center of the city al- 
most, on the corner of Maple and 
Chestatee Streets. It is a brick 
structure and will seat about 400 
people. The engraving which we 
print in this issue is a fairly good 
representation of the building 
which cost about $4,200. In ors 
der to protect the house from fire,

a vacant lot adjoining has recently 
been added by the building com- j 
mittee, whien will be put in grass ; j 
shrubbery and flowers during 
the coming fall and winter. 

The corner stone of the church 
was placed on the morning of July ■ 
17, 1897, and the house was dedi- 
cated, though not finished, in Oc-> 
tober, 1897. 

Rev. Frank O'Kelley, a gradu- 
ate of Mercer University, has re- 
cently been called to the pastors 
ate of the church recently. He is 
young, ardent and zealous in the 
cause of Christ. He was reared 
within a few hour's travel of the 
church, and is widely known 
throughout Northseast Georgia. 
His acceptance of the call, and the 
readiness with which he has enter- 
ed upon his work, bespeak good 
things, for "the man and the 
cause."

Let 
every man whose name is in the 
jury box ask himself the question 
why -should I ": indict or., convict? 
What will be the result? A few 
minutes investigation will show 
that an indictment and conviction 
means taxation to some of our- 
citizens worse than that of our 
slaves before their freedom — their 
master had to clothe and feed them, 
but in this instance the master (the 
court) compels service from his 
servants (the witnesses) and if 'they 
do not- provide subsistence for 
themselves they get none, and final- 
ly, it means that .your child that 
is not responsible for being in this ^waiv 
world, is going to suffer for clothes " 
and food which might have been 
bought with the money that satis- 
fies the fine imposed by the court. 
Last August in Dawson county a 
good church-man, on the impulse 
of a moments' -fear, struck a blow 
that resulted in the death of his 
neighbor. They wcrc-friends, but 
the one lulled was considered a 
dangerous- man when drinking as 
he was at that time. Guilty was 
the verdict of the fury and a fine 
of five hundred and: all cost was 
the penalty. The littkvhoiuehad 
to go and the wife -and little 
children were thrown out into the 
world to struggle in poverty in 
order that the law might be vindi- "j 
cated. What was vindication of 
the law? Simply taking all that 
this family had — the accumulation 
of years of toil, privation and 
economy, and giving it to three 
men who never did anything in the 
world to earn it. The taking of 
this mans property and giving it to 
parties who never earned it was a 
greater wrong than would have 
been a failure of the j.nries to in- 
dict and convict in this case. The 
refusal of the grand jury to indict 
any* case at the next term of court 
m this county, would not be near 
so bad, morally as it would be to 
indict and rob some man of his 
money and give it to men who 
never earn it. 

Crime ought to be suppressed 
but not till we have just laws will 
it be doire. Repeal the law that 



lent to my money, and any knowl- 
edge of facts and use them to put 
money into court for officers and 
get nothing myself. If I have 
been- injured and want to prose- 
cute a case I will attend the court. 
but not otherwise.

Church. 

There was a Presbyterian church 
organization and house of worship 
in Dahlanega before the civil war, 
but its records haye been lost, 1 
have been told by old citizens that 
the house was built by Dr. Mason, 
an officer of the Mint, on a lot 
donated for that purpose by Col. 
R. H. Moore. 

• When I came to Dahlonega in 
October 1873, there were a few 
members left but the church was 
in a dormant state. They had been 
under the pastoral care of lie vs. 
Groves II. Cartledge and Paul 
Morton. A. F. "Morrison, Jas. 
Kelley and Robt, F. Mayes wore 
elders. The ■ elders' wives and F. 
D." Boartfield and wife and Miss 
Margaret Keilcy were also mem- 
bers. 

In 1874, Rev. Jas. Washburn, 
of Nachooeb.ee Valley, visited us 
and reorganized the church. Under 
his ministry several members were 
added to the list of members. 

Mr, Washburn, having gone to 
South Georgia, Rev. R. W. Milner 
succeeded him, serving as evange- 
list of the Athens Presbytery. Mr. 
Milner undertook to build a house 
of worship and his efforts resulted 
in the partial construction, on the 
lot donated by Col. Moore, of the 
brick house now occupied by Dr. 
Stow. A board of trustees was 
organized and among its members 
were D. W. Lewis, J. R. Lawhon, 
and Wier Boyd. W. P. Price and 
N. H. Hand having served before 
on the building committee. The 
trustees failed however to get subs 
scriptions enough to pay the con- 
tractor, S. D. Dearman, for the 
work done. The house and lot 
were therefore sold to Col. Price. 
The bouse was completed and be- 
came the office of the Dahlonega 
Signal. 

The following names are on the 
old subscription list as having paid 
their subscriptions: Sitton &B10., 
Goodman Hughes, W. H, McAfee, 
B. R. Headers, J. W. and W. A. 
Burnside, W. R. Crisson, B. P. 
Gaillard, A. J. Wills, Wier Boyd, 
H. D. Gurley, N. F. Howard, W. 
P. Howell, W. H. Satterfield, R. 
H. Baker, R. F. Mayes F. W. Hall, 
F. D. Boartfield, W.P. Price, John 
Mayes and N. H. Hand. 

Services were held as they had 
been all along in the Baptist and 
Methodist churches, both denomi- 
nations kindly allowing us to per- 
form the rites of baptism and com- 
munion in their churches. 

Refering back to the period just 
after the war, we find the building 
erected by Dr. Mason, occupied by 
a garrison of Federal soldiers, and 
greatly damaged by them. It was 
subsequently claimed as private 



Revs. N. H. Smith, Hugh Mo- 
Lees, Mr. Farr and I. W. Waddell 
afterwards supplied the church, 
holding seryices once a month. 
Sunday school exercises had been 
held at various times in the two 
churches mentioned above. 

About two years ago efforts to 
build were resumed, though the 
outlook was discouraging. Hows 
ever, Providence smiled upon oar 
efforts, and more has been accoms, 
plished than at first seemed possi- 
ble. The ladies of our church 
with the aid and cooperation of 
others worked wonders in the mat- 
ter of getting up subscribers. Aid 
was also obtained from the fund 
left by Mary E. Telfair, of Savans 
nab, Ga. and from the W. A. Moore 
lone fund. We now have a neat 
little church house, and while it is 
right that we should feel proud of 
it, we should even bo mindful of 
our ever increasing responsibility 
to work for the Master, and wel- 
come within its walls those who 
wish to worship God. We should 
pray that many be added to our 
numbers and that we may all con- 
tinue a devout and loving brothers 
hood."

who is also dead, cut all the lum- 
ber that was used in building 
the old houses that are yet stands 
ing i.n Dahlonega as well- as fur- 
nishing all other lumber used in 
the construction of the town more 
than half a century ago.
